3* .*oren*s Self Defense Corps: This unit is made up of older women whose 
duties are to perform the tasks of washing', sewing and shoemaking, as 
well as to assist the security force,', 

4» Young u omen’s Group; This unit consists of married women whose duties 
are: sewing, washing, shoe making, as well as serving as armed members 
of the security force c 

The Director of the Village United Reconstruction Group is responsible for; 

1. Farmers National Salvation Group, which is in charge of the distribution 
of confiscated property, the investigation of the farming situation, and 
the collection of litters * 

2o Youth National Salvation Groups Responsible for morale activities and 
recruitings 

3o Women’s National Salvation Group: This unit is organized to aid the village 
chief in administrative matters, assist in recruiting for the Army* 
farming, comforting troops, and checking on anti -Communist elements, 

4*® Laborers Union: The duties of this unit are to organize workers, administer 
their activities, and to set wage scales rt 
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
